OBSERVANCE OF FLAG DAY 


President Wilson has issued a proc Imitation specially urging the observ¬ 
ance of May Day, June 14, by the holding of patriotic ex-rclses. It tullows: 

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, A 
PROCLAMATION. 

My Fellow Countrymen:—Many circumstances hav? recently conspired 
to turn our thoughts to a critical examination of the conditions of our na¬ 
tional life, of the itifiiKtices which have seemed to threa cn to divide us In 
interest and sympathy, of forces within and forces without that seemed 
likely to draw us away from the happy traditions of uni cd purpose and 
action of which vtc have been so proud. It has. therefore, seemed to me 
fitting that I should call your attention to :hc approach of the anniversary 
of the day up«.n which the flag of the United Staets was adopted by the 
Congress as the emblem of the Union, and to suggest to you iltat it should 
this year and in the years to coine he given special significance as a day 
of renewal and reminder, a day upon which we should direct our minds 
with a sped: I desire to renewal to thoughts of the ideal and principles of 
which we have sought to make'our great government the embodiment, 
f, therefore, suggest and request that thiougliout the nation, and, if 
possible, in every community, the 14th day of June be observed as Flag 
Day. with special patriotic ex rclses, at which means shall be tukcti to give 
significant expression to our thoughtful love of America, our comprehen¬ 
sion of the great mission of liberty and mstice to which wc haw devoted 
ourselves as s people, our pride in the history and our enthusiasm for the 
p* litb al program oaf the nation, our determination to make it greater 
and purer with each generation and our resolution demonstrate to all 
the world its vital union in sentiment and purpose, accepting only th**se 
as true compatriots who feel as wc do the compulsion of this supreme al¬ 
legiance. 

Let ns on that day rcdcdicatc ourselves to the nation, "one and insepar¬ 
able," from which every thought that is not worthy of our fathers* first 
vows of Independence, liberty and right shall be excluded and in which w 
e shall stand with united hearts, for an America which no man can corrupt, 
no influence draw away from its ideals, no force divide Against itself—n na¬ 
tion signally distinguished among all the nations of mankind for its clear, 
individual conception alike of its duties and its privileges, iu obligations 
and its rights.

Ptcsidcnt Wilton, speaking ihr 
Memorial D«y services in Arlington 
Cemetery, "summoned solemnly all 
men in the United Stales to set their 
purposes in accord with the spirit ot 
America and gave warning that men 
from other lands who do not think of 
America first "must he cast out ol 
our tolerance." The president said 
that America will not submit to ag¬ 
gression either from within or from 
without 

"We are not only ready to co-oper¬ 
ate, hut are ready to fight against ag¬ 
gression. declared the president. ‘‘We 
arc ready to fight for our rights when 
Our rights are coincident with the 
rights of mankind.** 


said the president, does 
nor want more territory, but she d>»es 
want all nations to realise and respect 
what ghc stands for. One principle 
of America, he added, is that small 
and weak states hare as many rights 
as larger states. The president dc- 
claied that the United States is ready 
to become a partner in an alliance 
with nations to uphold human rights, 
and replied to published criticisms ot 
such s policy. He declared that, like 
George Washington, he would nevet 
consent *o an entangling alliance, hut 
that he would consent to a "disen¬ 
tangling alliance," one which wilt free 
nations.

"When Abraham Lincoln was In- 
oigutatcd president <»f the U-.itcd 
I-t*te» W ashington was is defenseless 
| .is th- h-itish found it in 1X14, or as 
It is today. Three nr lour hundred 
•uartnes and artillery men composco 
its defense. United States troop* had 
bet’ll designedly stationed in remote 
pluccs, and arms and ammunition 
stored in the South. The militia h.»d 
been disbanded. There were, how¬ 
ever. four companies of volunteers, 
the National Rifles, the Washington 
Light infantry, the Potomac I ight In¬ 
fantry and the National Guard Haltal- 
lion. Members of these organisations 
were divided in sentiment between the 
North and the South, a conimanaing 
officer stating that their purpose was 
to guard the frontier of Maryland 
and help keep the Yankees from com¬ 
ing down to coerce the South. 

"Union men of these companies ami 
patriotic citterns volunteered their 
servic a t.* protect the capital. They 
guarded the approaches., the wharves, 
the Long bridge, the public buildings, 
etc., until relieved by the volunteers 
from tile North. For duya they were 
practically the only troops between 
the capital and the enemy. 

"Mr. Lincoln appreciated these «rr- 
vices, but the republic, proverbially 
ungrateful, lias forgotten the 'minute 
I men of Washington. They have re- 
Icelled no recognition, no (banks, no, 
not even a memorial tablet, although 
they saved the nations capital to a 
te-untted country. For over a month 
after actual hostilities began the vol¬ 
unteers from the North,, who campru 
Ion every hill and drilled i»n every 
plain, had no thought for the physical 
' cfiiises of the city. It was said that 
I the volurteers having arrived.

I "The hope for a peaceful settlement

"Edwin M. Stanton, having been 
appointed secretary ol war. took pos¬ 
se *si n of si cs for torts a« a military 
n«cc*sit.v, and a cmrftission. com¬ 
posed of Generals Barnard, Meigs, 
Larry, Cullum, Tcttcn and Mansf rid** 
a ga'axy of wonderful engineers—wa» 
appointed lo place the city in a state 
of preparedness, and the work of con¬ 
structing the defenses of Washington 
was begun and carried on cnergeti- 
ial!>.

I "President Lincoln was greatly in¬ 
terested in the plans and the work of 
I the engineers, 4 ml each day found him 
I inspecting one or more of the sixty- 
eight fort* and baiieriea, connected 
by rifle trenches, that, for thlrty-sev»-n 
Hides, aiirtound Washington. The 
complctb n ol the genera! defense* 

I made no difference in Mr. Lincoln'* 

I vlWt* to forts, hospitals and camps. 
"During the summer months, Mr. 
Lincoln, with his family, lived in the 
Anderson cottage at the Soldier's 
I Home, about a mile from Fort Ste¬ 
vens.

I thought out, the most historic and far- 
reaching being the emancipation proc¬ 
lamation.

Sometimes he 
went out Sixteen h or Fourteenth 
streets, (hence across the commons, 
or by Hock Creek Church r«*»ad, to his 
cottage. He reached Fort Stevens by 
way of Seventh street road. 

"For historyfs sake one of the r’Hitei 
ti»v«’.«d L> President Lincoln should 
be selected a* part v! the i.incoln 
Highway in the District of Columbia 
but r understand another route is 


about to he cho*en. Detours from 
1I10 streets, roads and places, inter¬ 
twined with the life ot Mr 1 in;uln 
and suggestive of his presence, such 
as . c oldie is home, the Seventh sine. 
Filer and Fort Stevens, to new streets 
ui'd places unknown to him, would he 
* travesty. Such a r»»ut« could no* 
and shculd n> t. he '’ailed a Uncoln 
Highway il Hie object of this road is 
really to preserve, and not to falsify, 
hlsttry. 

\\ iicii General Fatly ami hi# vic¬ 
torious army suddenly appeared he¬ 
ft. c Washington in July, 1H04. Mr, 
Lincoln was occupyiug the cottage. 
On the evening of July toth he left 
his office at the White House for his 
summer home against the protests ol 
oflicia’s and friends who did not want 
hint so close to the enemy. Sccre- 
.atr) Stanton, hearing of the appear¬ 
ance of a strong force of Confcder- 
a*r* near the District line, sent a car¬ 
riage f r Mr. Lincoln that night, in¬ 
sisting that he return :o the White 
House, which he did. Assistant Sec¬ 
retary G. V. F’ox. of tW a.isy. made 
ready a vessel to take the president 
from W ashington, if neceasaiy« 

"The great solicitude of officials for 
hi* personal safety irritated Mr. Lin¬ 
coln, who thought IF lie oi personal 
danger. The example he set was to 
calm the apprehension of officials and 
allay the fears of the churns. 'Let us 
be vigilant, hut keep cool,* be wired 
Governor Swann, of Maryland. Mr. 

I. ineoln's greatest anxic’.y at this time 
being to capture Early’s army before 
it could ircross the 1'otomac. its es¬ 
cape caused him real anguish. 

"On the morning of July 11 Presi¬ 
dent Lincoln went to Fort S:evcns 
to ohsrrw the situation. From there 
he went to the Seventh sJcet wharf 
.»nd warmly greeted the Sind! Army 
Corps, arriving from the James river. 
The men cheered him heartily aad a* 
marc ticgan a hurried march la I act 
Steven-, cannonading in Iron'., as stat 
•ml by the historians of th« cvwp*. 
stimulating and hastening the sj«. » 
of the men 

"The next day, July ia, Mr Lincoln 
was again at Fort Stevens. In a waod 
new the District line was l*en. John 
ll»r. krnndga, an iiusunoafnt can¬ 
didate for the piesidency against Mr. 
tnroln now hoping to niter the 
spaa! with :hc army of Northern 
Virginia. The president, having ta¬ 
ken a position on the parapet of the

I I, Wright, wa chcd. wi-h gtave and 
prime* countenance. the progress ol 
th* battle. 

"ft was m> great privihge. nearly 
twenty years ago. to stand 00 ’.he 
same parapet with General Wright, 
commander ol the Sixth \rmy Corps, 
bis daughter, Mrs. Rota Wright 
Smith; Gen. D. S. Stanley, i ap’.aht 
Thants* VMiUon. Dr. C. G. Stan* and 
James F. Kelley, sculptor of American 
history. After contemplating the sur¬ 
roundings. Gen. Wright said: ’There, 
near the pike, was the wood* that was 
so hitl of Flarly's men; atm* this 
slope is where our skirmishers deptoy- 
d: there a hous»* was burned, there 
anotlier. and still another; over the** 
trenches went the hrave soldiers «»f 
the Sixth Corps. Wllcre U the trexf 
I cannot find the tree frem which 
sharpshooter picked off my men The 
old loll uatr wa* gone also.' 

He paced up and ilmvii the crumb- I 
ling earthworks fur a while, a* If to | 
satisfy himself in regard ro some fact. 1 
then said: 'Here on top of this para¬ 
pet. between ibis old embrasure and 
that, is the place where l'r*aidant Lin¬ 
coln «iood. witnessing the f : ght, min 
there, by Ills side, a surgeon wa* 
wrunded by a minnir hall, f entreated 
ibr president not lo expose his Ilf* 
to the bullets of the enemy, but he 
•retried oblivious to his surrounding*. 
Finally, whm ! found that my entreat¬ 
ies failed to make any impre«si«>n on 
him. f *aidl 'Mr. President, I know 
you are commander of the armies of 
the United States, but T am in rnrn- 
mand here, and a* you are not safe 
where yon arc standing, and I am 
sponsible for your personal safety, f 
order yog to come down.** Mr. Lin¬ 
coln looked at me, smiled, and then, 
more in consideration of my earnest* 
refts than from inclination, stepped 
down and took position behind the 
parapet. Even then hr would persist 
in standing up and exposing his tall 
form.* 

"Gen. McCook told ins, the last 
Su.iday lie spent in Washington, that 
when the president descended from 
the parapet, he escorted him to the 
northeast corner of the fort, where lie 
prevailed on him to «it on an ammuttl- 
♦Ion pas* box. This ammunition box 
he loiin abandoned to watch the fin¬ 
al charge of Biddle * men. A bowlde r 
now marks the place where Lincoln 
stood; it was placed there by the 
Fort Stcvrns Association. The work 
of Comrades Lewis Cast, White and 
V 8. Parham. in placing this bowl¬ 
der, cannot lie too highly commended

There will 
he two others which will need alien* 
lion, but they can be controlled more 
easily if the spring brood is taken 
care of. Spraying is especially im¬ 
portant this spring because restric¬ 
tions have been placed on the »hip- 
men! «»f fungous material from the 
groves. The dry weather has prob¬ 
ably injured the fungi which are al¬ 
ready In the grove so that importa¬ 
tions would b f necessary.

If the stover i* cul 
when the dew is off shocked in small 
shocks, and tied well it will keep In 
spite of the general impression that 
vos >* in Florida cannot be cured in this 
way.—Agricultural News Ssfvi *.

Even where grow¬ 
ers have maintained a dust mulch 
to conserve moisture there ha. been 
a reduction of humus-making materi¬ 
als in the top layer of the soil.

Sec¬ 
ond, they excrete honeydew which

ft. F. Floyd,, plant physiologist to Hie 
University of Florida Experimcn* Sta¬ 
tion, recommends that the deficiency 
of humus-making materials in the soil 
be checked by growing and turning 
under a cover crop of weeds and 
grass or legumes.

Owing to the severe drouth thU 
spring, many farmers have been de¬ 
layed in setting their sweet potato 
draws in the field. Those who have 
succeeded in planting have had little 
UvorabU weather in which to set cut¬ 
tings. C. K. McQuarric, nta'c agent 
for the University of Florida Exten¬ 
sion Division, reminds farmers that 
cuttings may be made from the draw 
beds, 

Where the draws have made consid¬ 
erable viius, it is advisable to cut ofl 
the roots and use the vinca for cut¬ 
tings. They will make roota and 
grow faster than if the old roots from 
th« draw bed a nr left on. This tr.-c- 
rice is recommended only where op- 
port uni 1 y has not bffu afforded to 
plant draw* for cuttings 

In ionic sections it is customary to 
plant long cuttings by covering the 
middle and leaving both ends free. 
Mr. McQuarrie says that experience 
has shown that this reduces the yield 
Cuttings should be planted butt end 
down, 

If the sweet potato beds arc dry it 
may br advisable to water the plants 
several rvanings after they are art. 
A little dry soil should be sifted Over 
1 hr place where the water wa* ap¬ 
plied the following morning. The 
should he freshly made. If some rime 
has elapsed since they were made, it 
would be advisable to remake them 
before the plants are art.—Agricul-

does no. pcrtim German stamps to 
be sent out by way of Holland or the

(oral philatelists, ami the Ficttclt gov- 
erinmnt is equally strict. 

The Inter received by Mr. Clark 
carried the iutuua:i«m that two secret 
codes built upon the use of pottage 
stamps sent through letters bad been 
discovered by the Italian and German 
authorities and that these* were re¬ 
sponsible for the respective^decisions 
of the two governments. 

Italy's ban on exportation of stamp* 
does not include through letters from 
Switzerland containing stamp* only 
of neutral countries and addressed on¬ 
ly to neutral countriei.
